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Continuation of 2. NOTE: the proposed amendment raises the issue of new matter because there is not basis in the specification as 
filed for the second polycarbonate resin as having a viscosity average molecular weight of 20,000 or higher. The specification as filed 
only discloses a viscosirt average molecular weight of 20,000 as discussed in the last Office action. Additionally, the proposed 
amendment requires further consideration because proposed claim 31 changes the device from a cleaning system to a process unit. Th 
limitation of a process unit has not been previously considered and may introduce new matter into the claims because the specification 
at page 7 does not describe a combination as claimed as a process unit . 
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
